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To Rehove Dandruff.— This ia a 
natural secretion, but becomes a cutane- 
ous complaint by negloct. Take an 
ounce of powdered borax, a piece of 
unslockod lime tlio size of a cfieatnut, 
and a table-spoonful of spirits of am- 
monia ; put them in a quart bottle, and 
fill it up with boiled or pump water. 
After twelve hours apply this wash to 
tho scalp. Ladies can apply it best 
with a small sponge. Iiinso with tepid 
water. After a few applications tho 
scales will disappear, the hair becomes 
soft and brilliant, and tho young hair 
will be seou to start out. Dandruff 
should be cured gradually, so as not to 
produce sick headache or dizziness by 
iIh sudden suppression. 

The excessivo mortality of infants 
within the first year has been lately dis- 
cussed among medical men in Paris. M. 
Bonchardat contends that the groat mass 
of the milk sold in Paris does not fulfill 
the conditions indispensable to alimenta- 
tion of infants; that it does not digest 
like mother's milk, but produces diar- 
rhea, which is tho chief cause of the ex- 
cessive mortality. He considers that ef- 
fort should be made to securo maternal 
suckling (except in very raru cases). 
M. Jules (inerin, while agreeing as to 
tin; prevalence of infantilo diarrhea, con- 
hidern that more attention should be paid 
to adaptation of cow's milk, and, in arti- 
lie.ial lactation, to the digestive powers 
of Die child, lie had often observed 
tlmi itit'mitis fed with good cow's milk had 
diarrhea, because the milk was too 
strong or given in too great quantity. 

Bathing Children, — Some mothers 
think when their children get beyond 
two or three years of nge tho frequent 
entire bath can bo dispensed with. If 
some of the main fncts of physiology 
were well known and understood every 
one would perceive that cleanliness of 
the skin is one of the conditions of good 
health. It happens when bathing is dis- 
regarded that the lungs, kidneys or bow- 
els have more than their own apportion- 
ment of work. If they are strong and 
healthy they inny bear the tax without 
apparent ill, but, in most eases, a lower- | 
ing of tho vitality and tone of the sys- 
tem ensues. Large bath tubs are con- 
venient and pleasant, but not indispens- 
able for proper cleaning of the skin. A 
speedy sponging of the body in pure 
water, followed by trie! ion in pure air, 
is all that is necessary. When disin- 
clined to use water a thorough applica- 
tion of tho flesh brush to the whole per- 
hoii is an excellent Kiih.ititute; especially 
on retiring, it relieves nervousness, 
equalizes the circulation, and induces 
quiet sleep. Mothers, above all, should 
see that their children are well bathed. 
If their skins arc kept active and healthy 
there will not be half the danger from 
fever, colds and eruption.--. It' your little 
one is cross and troublesome, and finds 
no occupation that pleases him, try the 
effects of a bath; sometimes it is magi- 
cal, and if tired he will go to sleep and 
awake bright, cheerful and happy. Do 
not, as some people do, plunge a child 
in cold water when ho screams and 
Hhrinks from it, thinking you are doing 
a good deed. Nature must be the guide. 
If your child has a nervous constitution 
a shock of this kind is only exhausting 
and injurious.

SENATOR MILLER'S ANTI-CHIN- 
ESE BILL- A SWEEPING MEA- 
SURE. 

X'lio bill to prohibit Chineso immi- 
gration into the United States, just in- 
troduced into the U. S. Senate by Sen- 
ator Miller of California, is the- most 
drastic measure ever drawn up. Tho 
late treaty of tho United States with 
China confers the power on congress of 
regulating or wholly preventing tho 
entrance of Chinese at United States 
ports and this bill is the outcome of 
that troaty. In effect it is prohibitory, 
and as tho tricks of politicians aro be- 
yond ordinary comprehension it may 
have been made strong, as tho Chinese 
Tax Bill of tho local Premier was, on 
purposo to be upset by tho courts. Tho 
preamblo of the Miller bill asserts 
that the coming or Chinese laborers tc 
the country endangers the good ordor 
of certain localities, and sectionono pro- 
vides that "from and after tho expir- 
ation of sixty days next after the pas- 
sage of this act and until tho expir- 
ation of twenty years next after the 
passage of this act the coming of Chin- 
ese laborers to the United States be 
and tho samo is hereby suspended; and 
during such suspension it shall not be 
lawful for any Chinese laborers to come 
or having bo come, after the expiration 
of sixty days, to remain within tho 
United States." Section two holds 
that any master of any vessel of what- 
ever nationality who shall on such ves- 
sel bring within tho jurisdiction of tho 
United States any Chinese laborers 
from any foreign port or place shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall bo punished 
by a lino of $500 for each and every 
such Chinese laborer so brought, and 
may also bo imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding one year. Soction three ex- 
empts from the action of sections two 
and three Chinese laborers who were 
in tho United States on the 2nd day of 
November, or who shall have como into 
the samo before the expiration of sixty 
days next after the paasago of this act. 
Section four provides that in case of 
any Chinese residing in the United 
States on tho 17th day of November, 
1880, or who shall have come into tho 
same before the expiration of CO days 
next after the passage of this act and 
shall depart therefrom, shall, before 
such departure, cause themselves to bo 
duly registered at a custom house in 
the United States and produce to the 
collector of the district at which they 
shall seek to re-enter the United 
States the certificate of such registra- 
tion and a consular certificate. Sec- 
tions five and six provides for the re- 
gistration of all Chinese now in the 
United States or who may como into it 
within sixty days next after tho pas- 
sage of the measure and the issuance 
of passports. Such passports shall be 
prima facio evidence of tho facts Bet 
forth thorein, and shall be produced to 
the collector of customs of the port in 
the district in tho United States at 
which the person named therein shall 
arrive, and afterwards bo produced to 
proper authorities of tho United States 
whenever lawfully demanded. Tho 
penalty for a false oath is tho same as 
that now provided for perjury. Any 
vessel whose master shall knowingly 
violate any of the provisions of the act 
shall be doomed forfeited to the United 
States and shall bo liable to seizure and 
condemnation in any district of tho 
United States into which such vessel 
may enter or in which Bhe may be 
found. Any person who shall know- 
ingly bring into or cause to be brought 
into, or shall aid or abet tho bringing 
or coming into tho United States by 
land, or shall aid or land or abet the 
landing in the United States from any 
vessel, of any Chinese not authorized 
by law to enter the United States,shall 
be deemed guilty of misdemeanor and 
shall for each person so brought or aid- 
ed to come into the United State.), or 
so landed, be fined in the sum of §100 
and imprisoned for a term not exceed- 
ing one year. No Chinese shall be 
permitted to enter the United States 
by land without producing to a proper 
officer of customs the certificate herein 
required of Chinese seeking to land 
from a vessel, and any Chinese who 
shall knowingly come into tho United 
States contrary to the provisions of this 
act shall be deemed guilty of misde- 
meanor and on conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine not exceoding 
$100, or by imprisonment not exceed- 
ing one year, or both said punishments 
in discretion of the court, and any 
Chinese unlawfully entering the Unit- 
ed States in any way, either by land or 
water, shall be removed therefrom by 
the collector of customs of any col- 
lector's d ; strict in which aucb Chinese 
may be found,at the cost of the United 
States under such regulations of tho 
secretary of the treasury as ho may 
prescribe. Tho act is not intended to 
apply to diplomatic agents or their ser- 
vants. 

THE WESTMINSTER TRAGEDY. 

The lamentable accident at New 
Westminster on Saturday through 
which four lives were lost is a moBt 
melancholy occurrence. Messrs. Gil- 
landers and Lewis were enterprising 
and industrious citizens and both leave 
families. Mr. Lewis was a J. P., and 
Mr. Gillanders was the son of D. Gil- 
landers, Esq., J. P. Had a steam 
ferryboat been provided for the cross- 
ing — as there should have boen years 
ago — this tragedy would not have been 
possible. Now that live3 have been 
sacrificed the government will proba- 
bly make tho necessary appropriation.

ory e! Religion Labors Among 
British Columbia Indians. 

A woll written and interesting articlo 
of more than two columns appoars in a 
recent issue of the Mail on tho above sub- 
ject from tho pen of Mr. George Wallace, 
the Montreal correspondent of tho above 
paper, and for several years connected 
with tho press of this city. Its length 
prevents publication in those columns in 
extensc, and only its saliont points can 
bo noticed. Tho writer sets out with a 
resume of tho establishment of Protestant 
Missions on this coast and tho circum- 
stances connected with the foundation of 
tho Diocoso ot Columbia and tho arrival 
of Bishop Hills early in 1860. The cor- 
respondent goes on to say that tho 
bishop, for ho proved himself a really 
good man for tho work, started from 
England with his littlo band. Tho or- 
daiuod clorgymen woro principally tal- 
ented young graduatos of Trinity Collogo, 
Dublin, whilst the catechiats woro if I ro- 
mombor rightly, Scotchmen. I know tho 
principal ono of the latter was from north 
of tho Tweod — I mean James Duncan, tho 
man who in tho sphoro allotted to him has 
done tho grandest and 

MOST SUCCESSFUL WORK OF ALL. 
Tho clergymen aro now nearly all scat- 
tered to othor spheres of duty. Ono, the 
Right Rev. Dr. Garrott, a brilliant and 
devoted man, is bishop of Wostern Texas 
in tho United States. * * * Mr. 
Duncan, who was a modest, unassuming 
youth, filled with an intense desire to do 
something noblo, was assigned to tho 
north-west coa.it to work among tho tierco 
and bloodthirsty warriors of that region. 
Ho set out aiono and single-handed, with 
very littlo counsol from tho bishop othor 
than to bo prudent and bravo. 

he paddled his own canoe, 
with assistance from a native pilot, 
several hundred miles north, through a 
groat arm of tho Pacific abounding in 
islands, and glittering with tho finost and 
most majestic scenery in tho world. Ho 
finally arrivod at Motlakatlah. After 
long and careful search, and anxious on- 
quiry from Hudson Bay employ^ on tho 
coast, tio selected tho beautiful spot on a 
high cliff overlooking tho placid Pacific 
which has since becomo the famous mis- 
sionary settlement of the Church of Eng- 
land. 

The commencement and early struggles 
of Mr. Duncan's mission against all sorts 
of formidable difficulties aro then graphi- 
cally sketched, together with an account 
of tho writers' visit to Motlakatlah somo 
seven or eight years after the inaugur- 
ation of the mission. lie concludes tho 
articlo as follows: 

After several annual inspections of tho 
sottlemonts, tho Bishop of Columbia used 
all his influence with Mr. Duncan to

but ho firmly resisted tho entreaties of 
his diocesan, for what reason I know not. 
His rofusal was considered singular, Boo- 
ing that ho had consecrated himself ex- 
clusively to the noblo object of reclaim- 
ing tho Indian tribes, j[and for which his 
good work showed ho was specially adapt- 
ed. Some year or two since an ordained 
clergyman was appointed to attend to tho 
spiritual affairs of the village, which had 
increased to a very largo extent by the 
addition of othor tribes joining tho set- 
tlement and coming undor its bonign in- 
fluence, j If I am not mistaken, Mr. Dun- 
can volunteerod to start a now mission 
elsewhere in the province, but with what 
success I am not able to chronicle. With 
respect to the difficulty which has boen so 
lately announced, I cannot definitely give 
any opinion. Some time ago tho dioceso 
was divided, the Bishop of Columbia giv- 
ing the Mainland for a new bishopric and 
retaining Vancouver island as his own 
sec. Bishop Ridley is an Englishman, 
who was consecrated and sent out nt tho 
request of the Bishop of Columbia. I 
fear that some of those

Cohen stated that ho had 
received a telogram '.his morning appris- 
ing him of tho salo jf a controlling inter- 
est in tho St. Louis & San Francisco rail- 
road to Jay Gould and Huntington.

"I can't say." 

"Does tho purchaso of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco really include a half 
intorost in tho Atlantic and Pacific ?" 

"Certainly ; for that road owns one- 
half tho stock of tho Atlantic and Pacifio 
and tho Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fo 
tho othor half. 

"It is said that tho move will block com-

BLOWN UP-DEVOURED BY A DANCING

New York, Jan. 27. — At the dump- 
ing ground, on East ninety-ninth stroot, 
Benjamin Burns, aged 14, picked up 
from the debris what appeared to be a 
tomato can filled with grease. He 
threw it into a bonfiro, when an ex- 
plosion took place violent enough to 
throw a saloon keeper, in an adjoining 
street, from his shop into the street. A 
denBO black smoke and a cloud of ashes 
obscured the scene. When it drifted, 
ten porsons were found lying on the 
lot injured. Benjamin Burns was 
killed and six persons severely wounded. 

Lafayette, Ind., Jan. 27. — The 
community is excited by learning that 
a dancing bear, which has been in 
charge of two Italians, escaped from 
its keepers just outside tho city, and 
was killed by a family which it attack- 
ed. The Italians are missing and from 
tho discovery of their clothing in the 
vicinity it is feared that both wero 
killed. 

Corinth, (Ky.) Jan. 28,— A family 
numed Komano, living in the outskirts 
of town, wero poisoned night boforo last 
at supper. It is supposed arsenic was 
put in the corn bread. Fiveof the family 
aro lying at the point of death. No 
investigation. 

Pittsburu, Jan. 28. — A young man 
named Loe, while out hunting near 
West MiddleHox, met two lady friends, 
and without provocation fired twice, 
wounding both. They managed to 
reach home. Four of their gentlemen 
friendB found Leo. Ho made a desper- 
ate resistance, but finding his capture 
suro he blew tho top of Lub hoad off. All 
tho families are eminently respectable. 
The motive of the shooting is shrouded 
in a mystery.

New York, Jan. 28.— The Herald's 
St. Petersburg special says a fresh num- 
ber of the nihilist journal is being cir- 
culated and sent under .envelop to the 
court and to tho ministers, dignitaries 
and regents of the empire.
